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One-Book Prescriptions For 
Required Reading 


Authors, Editors, Librarians, Artists, Educators, Ministers, Business 
Men and Women and Many Persons in Public Life Confess to 
Having Pet Book Enthusiasms Which They Wish 
Would Become Epidemic 


LEONARD H. ROBBINS 


Wuart 1s THE BOOK whose delight and in- 
spiration you yearn most to share with the 
neighbors and the world at large? What 
one book, of all the books you have read, 
would you like best to persuade other people 
to read, to make “required reading” for 1935? 

Assume the equal distribution of the Bible, 
the Dictionary, the Atlas, and the works of 
Shakespeare as already accomplished. Then 
Suppose you were a literary Santa Claus, a 
bibliophilic P W A, having the power of 
giving away carloads of copies of any one 
book you might wish to send broadcast right 
now. What book would your book be? 

To discriminating persons in various walks 
of life The Publishers’ Weekly has put a 
question of that sort, believing that their re- 
sponses may start waves of fresh and sig- 
nificant reading, provoke new trains of think- 
ing, and help books to attain their full help- 
fulness in these serious times. 

The venerable question, “What book would 
you take with you to a desert island?” was 
one for individualists, rugged and otherwise. 
Its social value, if any, was indirect. Con- 
ceivably, a castaway on a South Seas ato!l 
might choose for his solace a book that 
would be all Greek to the common run of 
folks. A physician marooned in the shade 
of a sheltering palm might prefer Osler’s 
“Materia Medica” above all other books, and 
a lawyer similarly situated might call for a 


volume of Supreme Court opinions. But 
these unfortunates would hardly be filled 
with any missionary passion to urge their 
choices on the laity. 

The new question, however, is unselfish, 
altruistic and philanthropic, and awakens 
that eagerness, lurking in the best of us, for 
recommending books, along with cough 
medicines, automobiles and dentists, to our 
fellows. As such it has been taken seriously 
by authors, editors, librarians, artists, edu- 
cators, ministers, business men and women 
and persons in public life to whom it was 
addressed. 

With few exceptions, they confess to hav- 
ing pet book enthusiasms which they are 
glad to communicate and which they wish 
might become epidemic. Each of them has 
a one-book prescription for country-wide “re- 
quired” reading in the coming year. 

The suggestions received from the respond- 
ents range the whole field of literature. 
These respondents recommend works of his- 
tory, biography, economics, fiction and poetry. 
There is even a champion for the Encyclo- 
pedia. Some are ardent for best sellers of 
the present, some for halt-forgotten books of 
the past. Books of sober thought command 
the greater number of sponsors. Many minds 
today are striving to discern the future. Many 
replies betray the feeling that the world has 
somehow lost its way, and ought to hark 
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back along the trail a bit to try to get its 
bearings. 

Incidentally, the replies give us glimpses 
of the backgrounds of personalities that have 
risen to enjoy the respect of their day, and 
they reveal the intellectual fare that has made 
“full men” of some of the present leaders of 
American thought. 


Three books receive more than one men- 
tion each. They are John Buchan’s “Oliver 
Cromwell,” William Henry Chamberlain’s 
“Russia’s Iron Age,’ and R. Palme Dutt’s 
“Fascism and Social Revolution.” 

Both Bliss Perry and Dr. S. Parkes Cad- 
man name the Cromwell biography. Dr. 
Cadman singles it out from all of the many 
books he has read in the last year. Professor 
Perry says: “It is honestly written and has 
not been dishonestly advertised. The story of 
Cromwell’s rise and fall illuminates many of 
the fundamental questions involved in mod- 
ern government.” 

The book on Russia is chosen by Aurelia 
Henry Reinhardt, President of Mills College, 
California, and also by Will Durant, who 
adds praise for “The Brothers Karamazov,” 
Spengler’s “Decline of the West,” and the 
novels of Pearl Buck. Mrs. Reinhardt feels 
that Mr. Chamberlain’s study of the Soviet 
experiment challenges Americans “to put 
faith in their own institutions, to move for- 
ward on their own initiative, and to put to 
the proof for the solution of economic and 
political problems in America the ideals 
thought out and wrought out on American 
ground.” 

The Fascism book, says Lincoln Steffens, 
“sums up just where we are at in world 
history,” and Scott Nearing reports it offers 
the clearest exposition he has seen of the 
outstanding factors and forces in the post- 
war Western world. 

While Mr. Steffens is giving his second 
ballot to John Strachey’s “Coming Struggle 
for Power,” he receives a vote for his “Auto- 
biography,” cast by Edward A. Filene, who 
says, “Steffens is the wisest man I know in 
his judgment of men and events in this 
country.” 

Professor Harry A. Overstreet elects Lewis 
Mumford’s “Technics and Civilization” as 
being “basic to all genuine thinking about 
the future. It tells us what we have been, 
and what we are, and the direction in which 
we may be expected to go.” 
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President William Allan Neilson, of Smith 
College, would like more people to read “A 
Primer for Tomorrow,” by Dean Christian 
Gauss, of Princeton—‘“‘a very wise summing 
up of the characteristics and tendencies of 
our time, with a courageous statement of 
what has to be done if we are to avoid dis- 
aster.” 

Carl H. Milam, Secretary of the American 
Library Association, nominates “New Fron- 
tiers,” by Henry A. Wallace, “especially for 
men and women who do not wish to grow 
reactionary as they grow older.” Harry EI- 
mer Barnes recommends Norman Thomas’s 
“Human Exploitation,” which he calls “by 
far the most devastating presentation of the 
ravages wrought by irresponsible capitalism.” 

Lyman Beecher Stowe offers “the best group 
of biographical sketches of molders of history 
that I have ever read”—Dr. Andrew D. 
White’s “Seven Great Statesmen.” Though 
published in 1910, before the present popular 
interest in biography had been aroused, “‘it 
is a grand book, and should be known to 
current readers.” 

Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick would have 
every one read “Merchants of Death,” by 
H. C. Engelbrecht and F. C. Hanighen. Os- 
wald Garrison Villard asks a wider reading 
for A. A. Milne’s “Peace with Honour,” with 
its “unanswerable logic and the attractiveness 
of its presentation of a subject which, to my 
mind, transcends all others in its importance 
for the future of the race.” Mr. Villard 
agrees with Stanley Baldwin that “another 
war in Europe would end the civilization we 
know.” 

John Haynes Holmes resists the impulse 
to name a new book and presents an old one 
instead, John Stuart Mill’s “On Liberty.” He 
says: “If the signs of the times mean any- 
thing, the new post-war generation needs 
desperately to learn the lesson of Liberty 
anew, and Mill’s book is not only the law 
but also the whole gospel on this question. 
Let it be read anew, lest our world be lost 
in old tyrannies and barbarisms.” 

Frank Parker Stockbridge proposes “The 
Revolt of the Masses,” by José Ortega y 
Gasset—“at once the most penetrating and 
the broadest analysis of the conditions which 
have led to the social and economic upheavals 
in Europe,” and “the soundest basis from 
which to appraise the politico-social revolu- 
tion now in process in America.” General 


James G. Harbord hails “Bliss, Peacemaker,” 
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by Frederick Palmer, as “the ablest work 
on the phase of the World War which it 
treats,’ and on the important part played 
by the late Tasker H. Bliss in his position of 
tremendous power in the Supreme War 
Council. 

President Ray Lyman Wilbur, of Stanford 
University, with under- 
standable loyalty to a 
leader, would have 
people “in this critical 
period of change and 
difficulty” read Herbert 
Hoover’s “The Chal- 
lenge to Liberty.” He 
believes that “its presen- 
tation of the issues 
facing Democracy both 
in this and in other 
countries will serve to 
clarify thinking and to 
facilitate understanding 
of what is going on.” 

From the same State, Upton Sinclair, with 
understandable loyalty to a cause, replies to 
the questionnaire by saying that the book he 
would like to have more people read just 
now is, “I, Candidate for Governor: and How 
I Got Licked,” by Upton Sinclair. He writes: 
“Tt is a revelation of what money can do in 
American politics, being the inside story of 
how Big Business raised millions of dollars 
and published millions of lies” to defeat the 
campaign to End Poverty in California. 


Henry Goddard Leach, editor of The 
Forum, turning to poetry but still thinking of 
national welfare, pleads for a re-reading by 
every American of Walt Whitman’s “Leaves 
of Grass.” Thousands of authentic makers 
of verse are dealing with the minutiae; a rose 
petal, a cricket, the graceful lines of the latest 
Ford. “Here we are engaged in revivifying 
America, the New Deal fighting for honesty 
and the Golden Rule, and the Old Deal re- 
asserting in eloquent prose the sublimity of 
personal integrity. Not enough young poets 
are engaged in idealizing these national 


themes.” Almost every poem of Whitman’s _ 


“is national and American, and many of his 
concepts are being realized only today.” 
Mark Sullivan’s ballot goes to W. H. Hud- 
son’s “Far Away and Long Ago,” a book 
that gave him as much enjoyment on the 
fourth reading as on the first. Dean Howard 
C. Robbins speaks for “The Story of the

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Bible,” by Walter Russell Bowie, “a mas- 
terly retelling of the old story.” 

Bernard M. Baruch’s suggestion is Charles 
Mackay’s “Extraordinary Popular Delusions 
and the Madness of Crowds.” Dr. Morris 
Fishbein finds Franz Werfel’s “The Forty 
Days of Musa Dagh” a book that he likes to 
pass along. Rudy Val- 
lee recommends Walter 
B. Pitkin’s “Psychology 
of Achievement.” 

Walter Pach has taken 
immense pleasure in 
Fromentin’s “The Old 
Masters,” with its mem- 
ories of Rubens, Van 
Dyck, Rembrandt and 
the rest, and has known 
to delight 
others. Though “still a 
modernist,” he quotes 
the dictum, “Whenever 
a new book is_ pub- 
lished, read an old one.” 

John Sloan knows of “no better book hav- 
ing a bearing on art and on life, too, and 
their interrelation” than Mr. Pach’s “Ananias, 
or the False Artist.” He calls it “alive with 
interest, and a new, clean start for those who 
wish to know better art and to live better 
lives thereby.” 

Gutzon Borglum, unable to pick some one 
book, recommends three which “for their 
clarity of statement and beauty of language, 
and the finality in the thought expressed” 
would make good reading “for an artist 
and for a layman if he wants to clear up his 
mind on what is art and what is beauty.” 
They are “Laokoon” by Lessing, “Tolstoi on 
Art,” and Francis Thompson’s “Shelley: An 
Essay.” “These three books,’ comments Mr. 
Borglum, “should not be absent from the li- 
brary of any artist, author, poet, or man with 
any creative impulses.” 

The one-book prescription of Charles H. 
Compton, President of the American Library 
Association, is “The Letters of William 
James,” with its human quality, -its humor, 
its understanding of people, its author’s zest 
in life, and its philosophy. 

The encyclopedia is the nomination of 
Dorothy Canfield Fisher. She grants that it 
is hardly inspiring. “But I do think the habit 
of plunging into it on every occasion of un- 
certainty as to fact would do as much as any 
other one thing to promote the reign of rea- 
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son and civilized habits of thought, the 
eclipse of superstition and prejudice and 
acrimonious differences of opinion.” She 
feels that life is muddled not so much by mis- 
judgment as by misinformation. 


Harry M. Lydenberg, Director of the New 
York Public Library, nominates a work of 
fiction, notwithstanding the heavy economic 
weather. He writes: “For a stimulant, a de- 
light, a book with constant and certain ap- 
peal, a book of lasting and perennial charm, 
an invitation to appreciation of idealism, a 
constant demonstration of the necessity of 
balance, a responsive mirror of human na- 
ture, give me the book from the pen of that 
charming, stimulating, revealing, gratitude- 
provoking Cid Hamet Benegeli, transcribed 
by Cervantes as ‘Don Quixote’.” 

Leslie Edgar Bliss, head of the Henry E. 
Huntington Library, holds up before a de- 
pression-ridden world Vera Brittain’s “Testa- 
ment of Youth” as a study of spiritual tri- 
umph over almost insuperable odds. 

Walter Prichard Eaton’s vote falls to “Feb- 
ruary Hill,” by Victoria Lincoln, for its 
“drama, humor and beauty in a sordid shack 
and sordid lives.” 

Ellis Parker Butler finds “Lust for Life,” 
the novelized life of Vincent Van Gogh, by 
Irving Stone, “the most intensely interesting 
work I have read in years, and, in my opin- 
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ion, destined to become a classic of fictional 
biography.” Lillian M. Gilbreth deems 
serenity most needed in these times, and finds 
it in Mary Ellen Chase’s novel of Maine, 
“Mary Peters.” | 

Lillian D. Wald, consulting her check- 
book, finds that she has bought more copies 
of “Good-bye, Mr. Chips” in the last year 
than of any other book. WHamilton Holt 
would advise everybody to read Hugo’s “Les 
Misérables,” which he thinks “the greatest 
novel ever published.” And Mary W. Dew- 
son, who may be called “the Dean of 
Women” of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, acclaims Thornton Wilder’s 
“Heaven’s My Destination” as “most refresh- 
ing; a new light, a new slant on things; 
delicate, humorous and sure.” 

Such are some of the books that are in- 
fluencing influential lives today—books of 
which people say, “These we have found so 
pleasant, so useful, so uplifting and strength- 
ening that we want you to read them, too.” 
The omissions from the list are admittedly 
glaring—for example, no one has spoken up 
for “Huckleberry Finn.” Another group of 
leading people might make up an entirely 
different book shelf as vital as this one. Per- 
haps this inquiry will start other discussions. 
Of the making of book lists there need be 
no end in this still free country.

But Mr. George 
Goodspeed of Goodspeed’s Book Shop in 
Boston was able to dig one up recently and 
over a period of nearly two months it has 
proved not only a business builder, but a 
money-maker as well. In fact, it was so suc- 
cessful the firm is thinking seriously of re- 
peating it in the spring or again, certainly, in 
the fall. 

The plan was an exceedingly simple one, 
but so contrived as to carry interest along 
from week to week. It consisted of a series 


of “Pick Up” sales. To quote from the cir- 
cular letter which started them off: “We are 
going to call them “Pick Up Sales because 
you will pick up a bargain and we'll pick up 
some business.” And so every week from 
September roth to November 3rd—eight in 
all—Goodspeed’s featured Pick Up Sale No. 
I, 2, 3, etc., each devoted on an average to 
about six different specialties. Generally 
these subjects were more or less appropriate 
to one another, but also they were chosen to 
give a fairly wide perspective as to the regular 
stock on hand.

A special table was reserved for the dis- 
play in the Milk Street branch under the Old 
South Meeting House. It was in the rear of 
the shop, so prospective customers were 
obliged to pass several adjoining counters. 
On Saturday nights 1000 books were taken 
out of general stock (second hand) and ar- 
ranged attractively according to subjects. On 
Saturday mornings about 3000 book-minded 
persons received postal cards announcing the 
featured specialties but no specific titles. For 
the latter they had to curb their curiosity until 
Monday morning, but from start to finish 
there were enthusiasts waiting regularly for 
the doors to open. 

The price element was an attractive one. 
For the duration of the sale all books were 
marked at half-price, which in some cases 
meant an actual loss. Each sale contained 
a seasoning of good books of a “miscellane- 
ous” sort, and all titles not sold were returned 
immediately to the regular shelves, to be 
sold at full price. The original letter stressed 
the fact that the sales were in no sense a 
“clearance” sale, but rather a “buyers’ mar- 
ket” for specialists. “We shall try,” the cir- 
cular explained, “to arrange matters so that 
a specialist in the featured subjects can 
scarcely fail to find a bargain.” And in ap- 
proximately two months every department 
of stock was covered, with the final sale 
largely a repeat of particular features asked 
for by the customers themselves. On several 


occasions some of the smaller selections were 
practically cleaned out by the end of the week. 

From the point of view of advertising the 
entire campaign was carefully planned. 
Large posters at the Milk Street entrance an- 
nounced the sale and the special subjects that 
were on deck for the current week. A sub- 
stantial poster in red, white and blue, into 
which new cards were slipped every week, 
explained the plan and listed the features at 
the table itself. The postcards, each printed 
in a different colored ink, were written in a 
delightfully informal manner. Thus, a new 
heading, double-lined for emphasis, called at- 
tention weekly to some —_ of the sale. 

“50% As we were saying 507 ’; “tooo books 
at half the marked price’ > “On the half 
price table”; “5094 Come early* 50°, (* and 
don’t spare the horses!)” . . . these were some 
of the amusing headlines. The final one an- 
nounced that fact in extra large purple type, 
but carried a note in the left-hand lower cor- 
ner, “Important: following this series of 
sales, a regular Pick Up Table will be main- 
tained. Additions of reduced books will be 
made daily, but no announcements will be 
mailed out. Look it over often.” 

The reactions of the customers to the Pick 
Up Sales were distinctly favorable. The curi- 
osity element appealed to them; they came in 
all through the week, and frequently asked 
about next week’s specialties, but of course 
were told they would have to come in and 
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see for themselves. Surprisingly few per- 
sons arrived too late for a particular subject, 
and then did not seem to mind that they had 
missed their opportunity to obtain the books 
they wanted at the reduced price. Many 
book buyers liked the way the store played 
no favorites and stood by the rules of the 
game. They also appreciated the obvious fact 
that there had been no mark up or juggling 
of the genuinely reduced prices. Considered 
as a whole, the Pick Up Sales made friends 
as well as money for Goodspeed’s. Norman 
Dodge, editor of the firm’s little magazine, 
The Month, says that while the original cir- 
cular letter was mailed to all names on the 
shop’s various lists of specialists, word of 
mouth comment and the sidewalk posters 
brought in many new buyers, added names 
to the mailing list, and also directed attention 
to other departments of the Milk Street 
branch. 
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Mr. Valentine, manager of the branch, and 
his assistant, Mr. Tupper, learned a number 
of things from the sales. They discovered for 
instance, that individual headliners were not 
necessary to make the sale successful. A 
broad selection, with at least one good hobby 
stressed each week, was quite enough to bring 
customers in in large numbers. Boston being 
primarily an Irish city today, books appeal- 
ing to this race proved one of the highlights: 
another subject equally off the beaten track 
was that of Latin and Greek. Mr. Dodge 
thinks that with a little more attention to 
Boston’s large student population the sale of 
these specialties could have been made even 
brisker than it was. Fine bindings and sets 
also disproved the often-held modern theory 
that no one any longr buys either of them. 
At the reduced price level Goodspeed’s found 
an active demand, particularly among young 
married couples and junior business execu 
tives. 


American Books in the Pacific 


A Series of Articles on Bookshops Selling American Books 
in Hawait, the Philippines and the Orient 


W.S. HALL 
of Snyder & Hall 


II—The Philippines 


THE PusBLisHErs’ WEEKLY is not, as I under- 
stand it, interested in politics, especially Fili- 
pino politics. I hope it will not seem pre- 
sumptuous if I, who remain in complete 
bewilderment of the affairs of my own coun- 
try, touch slightly upon the political situation 
of a people quite strange to me. But it has 
something to do with the subject of this story. 

Briefly then, the Filipinos have been 
clamoring for that independence we promised 
them. They were happy and _ prosperous 
enough, but they felt they could govern them- 
selves. They worked themselves into a fine 
frenzy, they received with great suddenness 
a guarantee of complete freedom, and they 
haven’t yet got over the shock. Uncle Sam, 
on the other hand, is in the peculiar position 
of the man who advertises that his wife has 
left his bed and board, that he will not be 
responsible for her debts, etc., only to dis- 


cover that she may be, pretty soon, back in 
bed again. 

That, in a pili nut shell, is the present Fili- 
pino situation. For the Filipinos have begun 
to fear the withdrawal, not only of ships, 
guns and men, but the more powerful force, 
American capital.* They realize suddenly 
that they are an educated, English-speaking 
nation. And the institution that has played 
a most active part in their education i1s— 
most aptly—the Philippine Education Com- 
pany. 

In 1904 we had both feet solidly planted in 
the Philippines, with our most pressing prob- 
lem that of education. The Bureau of Edu- 
cation needed badly a magazine for its teach- 
ers. The first issue of The Philippine 

* They don’t like either the idea of having to 


compete with other foreign nations to sell us those 
products which now slide in on a preferential basis. 
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Teacher, edited by Dr. John G. Coulter, came 
off the press on December 15th of that year. 
The Government paid the bills for four 
monthly issues, then asked the little paper 
to shift for itself. It did. It also changed 
its name two years later to Philippine Educa- 
tion, with Frank R. Lutz in control. In 1907 
Mr. Lutz, in the States, wrote to Verne E. 
Miller, in Manila: “I want a good man to 
look after the interests of Philippine Educa- 
tion while I am gone and possibly to stay on 
the staff after I return—” Mr. Miller, then 
acting Superintendent of Schools for Rizal, 
agreed; he stayed on the staff and is the pres- 
ent head of the Company which he soon de- 
cided simply had to come into being. 

The magazine’s first office was, as usual, 
“in a small room upstairs,” in an abandoned 
hotel building on the Escolta. The approach 
was through a livery stable, guarded on one 
side by Ah Sing, tailor, and on the other by 
a barber shop. Subscribers began asking for 
this and that book, and before he realized it, 
Mr. Miller found it necessary to resign from 
the Bureau of Education so he could fill the 
accumulating orders. Thus began the Philip- 
pine Education Company, in 1908. The first 
catalog was mailed the following year in an 
issue of 6000 copies. Business flourished with 
the customary accompanying little annoy- 
ances, as for instance—in 1909 Mr. Miller is 
writing to Mr. Lutz, who is still in America 
—‘I am afraid I have lost all of |. ’s 
business here on account of their holding my 
orders. It is impossible for us to pay them 
60 days from shipment. The last order 
reached here go days from date of invoice. 
I will not pay for books before they arrive.” 

The rent for the pigeon-hole quarters of 
go Escolta was 40 pesos a month. In Octo- 
ber 1910 the Company moved to No. 34; and 
the rent moved up to 400 pesos. The present 
quarters are at 101 Escolta, the corner of 
Pinpin. With the exception of stores on the 
street level, the entire building is occupied 
by the various departments. The retail book 
department has a good spread on the street 
Hoor, and familiar as I have been with the 
business of the Company, as represented by 
their orders to various American publishers, 
I was not prepared for the vista which greeted 
me as I entered the shop for the first time. 
The walls are solid books except for station- 
ery, front left. The balcony is more books, 
just as solid, colorful, and orderly. Carl Or- 
ton, formerly Swedish Consul at Manila, has 
managed this vital section of the business 
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Verne E. Miller 
Mr. Miller ts the president of the Philippine 
Education Co., Manila’s thriving bookstore 


since 1926. We saw much of Mr. Orton dur- 
ing our month in Manila, and we cannot for- 
get his unfailing promptness, courtesy and 
solicitude throughout our stay. His insistence 
on a thorough checking of the various back 
lists and previous seasons’ catalogs is remem- 
bered with affection, as is also his equally 
strong insistence that he did not want any 
copies of, say, “How to Keep Warm in the 
Arctic.” He is the sort of bookman travelers 
dream about, the sort they would hope to 
find in Heaven or wherever it is good book 
travelers go when they die. 

In general, blurbs don’t count for much in 
Manila. To begin with, there are not more 
than 5,000 American residents, outside of the 
Army. The population is go per cent Catho- 
lic. A genuine best seller in the States can 
languish without notice on the shelves. A 
total flop on the other hand may achieve 
easily a certain popularity which, while it 
may not pull the title out of red into black, 
might help considerably. Juveniles over 
$1.50 haven’t much chance—a $2.00 juvenile 
is 4 pesos here—a lot of money to spend on 
little Vicente. Successful and handsome 
picture-books, such as “The Velveteen Rab- 
bit,” haven’t a show. A rabbit should be 100 
per cent rabbit, not velvet. Other similar 
foibles and idiosyncracies of the people have 
to be taken into consideration. 
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Trade books and stationery take up the first floor and balcony of the Philippine 
Carl Orton is in charge of the trade book depart-

ment which does a fine business in American books 


The sales of Dollar books are increasing 
steadily. American books far outstrip Eng- 
lish publications. There is a fair sale for 
books in Spanish, but English is the spoken 
and written language—a movement to make 
it officially so is meeting with Spanish oppo- 
sition, but will probably succeed nevertheless. 
Of a total native population of 14,000,000, 
about 60 per cent read English; it is the lan- 
guage of the schools and universities. Span- 
ish is no longer required. The heaviest body 
blow any other dialect receives is from the 
talkie houses—834 in the Philippines, 40 in 
Manila—all shouting English. It augurs well 
for the future, independence or no independ- 
ence. 

I hardly expect sufficient space to do justice 
to PECO. But Books, Retail, is but one part 
of a large whole. On the second floor is the 
Educational Department, managed by Roy C. 
Bennett. This naturally is a most important 
part of the business. On this floor also, Mr. 
Miller has his office, progress to which is 
flanked by tables bearing toys, juvenile books, 
dictionaries, artists’ supplies, and the circu- 
lating library—all under Mr. Bennett’s direc- 


tion. Mr. Louis presides over the Wholesale 
Department, third floor, in company with 
Mr. Crovat who buys the paper, including 
newsprint. The credit and accounting offices 
are one flight higher, together with subscrip- 
tion books and the Manila Publishing Co. 
The office of Mr. Gunnell, Vice President and 
Secretary, is on this floor. So much for the 
Escolta premises. 

A ten minute drive takes one to the plant, 
warehouse, or bodega, as it is variously called. 
Mr. Miller’s son, Robert H., has plenty to 
worry about here; he looks after all receiving 
and shipping, including, of course, the cor- 
rect classification and placing of stock. The 
stock means anything from a bale of paper 
to a pen-point. Each bin is numbered, and 
orders are made out and filled by number 
only, for the employees, mostly Filipinos, 
don’t read a word of English. And _ the 
errors are surprisingly few. The printing 
plant, under the direction of an American 
who looked every inch a printer, (whose 
name I have forgotten, unfortunately), was 
banging away at job orders, books, etc. | 
picked up a signature in work—“Common 
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Errors Corrected, A Comprehensive English 
Manual for Filipinos” by Bryton Barron, one 
of PECO’s publications, and_incidentaily 
“38th Thousand.” Another big job the press 
tackles annually is the Manila City Directory 
—a fat healthy-looking tome. A fleet of 
twelve motor trucks handles the shipments, 
and I hope their back-firing doesn’t too much 
annoy Miller Jr. for he lives right on the spot, 
just where they come roaring in at the gate 
early in the morning. But he’s probably up 
and about, looking them over and seeing that 
no one violates the “Bawal Ang Humitit” 
sign—Tagolog dialect for “No Smoking.” 

I don’t. know which phase of the Com- 
pany’s activities impressed me most; prob- 
ably the impressive list of titles it has printed 
and published for the Philippines. But I 
listened with respect to a description of the 
branches in Cebu, Iloilo, Zamboango and 
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Baguio, and tried to imagine the traveler 
starting out early in the morning with his 
brief case, from those remote points to others 
more remote. I was interested, having spent 
some time recently in Hamburg, to learn that 
PECO maintains its own office there for 
European purchases. But what knocked me 
over was a casual remark about the Com- 
pany’s own Custom’s Department for clearing 
all shipments. That sounded like shoulder 
ing Uncle Sam! 

There is one sad note. Manila is a very 
busy port, far more so than I ever realized. 
In fact four pink pages of the otherwise white 
Manila Daily Bulletin are devoted to shipping 
news alone. I imagined the ships’ passengers 
calling on the retail department in droves, 
famished for books. “No,” said Mr. Orton 


sadly, “they come in all right, but for post- 
cards.” 


I’m losing faith in these tourists.

Prescriptions for “Required 
Reading” 


THE BOOK RECOMMENDATIONS which form the 
basis of the leading article of this number of 
the Publishers’ Weekly, 
differ widely in type 
and significance from 
the usual panel of book 
opinion. The sugges- 
tion for such a canvass 
of leading Americans

would be genuinely interested if people whose 
opinions they respect could be induced to 
name the books which, above all others, they 
would like to see more people read during 
this coming year. Such opinions have real 
significance for this day and hour. Every- 
one who is a wide and active reader has 
favorite books he would like to see receive 
wider attention, and particularly so this year, 
when there is so much confusion in indi- 
vidual thinking and in national programs. 

The recommendations which we are print- 
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ing today are suggestive and stimulating. It 
would be a hardened reader, indeed, who 
turned from such a list without noting some 
book which he would wish to turn to im- 
mediately. The Publishers’ Weekly is par- 
ticularly pleased that so many distinguished 
men and women have seen the possibilities 
connected with such expressions of opinion. 

In order to give this listing still wider in- 
fluence, the story, written by Leonard H. 
Robbins, has been released to 100 newspapers 
and newspaper associations and sent also to 
local papers in cities in which there might be 
special interest in the opinions of some con- 
tributors. 

Without any special suggestion on the part 
of the editors of the Publishers’ Weekly most 
of those who replied saw in this an oppor- 
tunity to point out books which provide 
guidance and counsel in the present troublous 
times; the majority of the books suggested 
fall in such classification. These suggestions 
came from authors, editors, educators, libra- 
rians, ministers, business men, people in pub- 
lic life. One of the country’s most distin- 
guished college presidents, Dr. Neilson ot 
Smith, points to the high counsel in such a 
book as Gauss’s “A Primer for Tomorrow” 
Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick suggests that 
everyone ought to read “Merchants of 
Death”; Dr. John Haynes Holmes prescribes 
John Stuart Mill’s “On Liberty” as a book 
by which to interpret the times; Bernard M. 
Baruch recommends “Extraordinary Popular 
Delusions and the Madness of Crowds” by 
Mackay. 

In three cases there were two votes for the 
same book: Bliss Perry and Dr. S. Parkes 
Cadman spoke for Buchan’s “Oliver Crom- 
well” as being a book that would interpret 
our times. Dr. Aurelia Henry Reinhardt, 
president of Mills College, and Will Durant 
recommended wider reading of Chamber- 
lain’s “Russia’s Iron Age” and Lincoln Stef- 
fens and Scott Nearing joined in vouching 
for “Fascism and Social Revolution” by R. 
Palme Dutt. 

Mr. Robbins, who has interpreted the let- 
ters received for the Publishers’ Weekly. 
could not, of course, quote in full the inter- 
esting letters, but enough has been quoted to 
give booksellers and librarians opportunity 
to put these books to the front with the 
special recommendations of those who thus 
stand behind them. Displays of the books 
and reemphasis on them would be particu- 
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larly effective in communities in which the 
person making the recommendation lives or 
is well known and where his or her opinion 
is held in especially high regard. Display 
cards to put on the counters might well be 
made for such books, and local newspapers 
which are reached by the release would be 
interested to have such book suggestions 
called to their attention. 

It has also been suggested that this idea of 
“one-book prescriptions” might -be repeated 
locally where the bookseller or perhaps the 
bookseller and librarian in cooperation can 
surely get local opinions on the same basis. 
Such requests for opinions should be made 
after careful explanations of the type of rec- 
ommendation that is needed, not an opinion 
of the literary values of a book or an estimate 
of its permanent importance or a record of 
individual pleasure in its reading but a book 
which would, if read by hundreds of others, 
mould opinion in a direction which is ap- 
proved and believed in by the persons mak- 
ing the recommendation. A national cam- 
paign further extended in this way would 
help to clarify public opinion on a score of 
important subjects and would give fresh in- 
fluence to many notable books. 


New “50 Books” Ready 


On Tvespay NExT the Fifty Books of 1935 
selected by the Jury of the American Insti- 
tute of Graphic Arts will be on display at 
the New York Public Library, and will later 
travel in duplicate throughout the country. 
The Institute, whose members comprise 
book-interested people throughout the coun- 
try, designers, artists, printers and lovers of 
fine printing, has year after year been en- 
deavoring to use the method of traveling 
exhibits to improve the standards of American 
bookmaking and to give to better bookmak- 
ing the support of popular interest and ap- 
proval. The cost of preparing and catalog- 
ing these exhibits has been met out of the 
funds of the Institute, the books have been 
supplied by the publishers, and the libraries 
and institutions have arranged the displays, 
paid for the transportation and provided 
places for display. 

Over this period of years the effect of this 
steadily continued effort has been extremely 
salutary. Designers of books have had the 
chance to measure their ability in design and 
production against others in the field and 
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have had a chance to test their work by the 
tastes of an intelligent public. 

In connection with these exhibits one issue 
has always been continuously debated, and 
that is whether the book that must meet the 
cost restrictions of a trade book can be ex- 
pected to compete for a place in the choices 
of a jury which is also considering books 
which have been planned without any such 
close restriction of budget. The Institute has 
always felt that its task was to consider the 
suitability of the book for the purposes for 
which it is intended and to weigh the excel- 
lence of design with that in view and it has 
so happened that the jury has usually found 
reason to approve a list of books about half 
of which were trade books and half limited 
editions. On some occasions, and especially 
this year, however, the trade books have 
fallen below such a proportion. 

The jury, which is wholly responsible for 
the selection, must be given a free hand, but 
many think that it curtails the beneficial ef- 
fect of the movement by giving the public 
less chance to consider and study the real 
excellence which can be found in so many 
of the trade books. The art of designing a 
sound book which will appeal to 10,000 
people and can be sold to 10,000 people has 
its own special signficance to the designers 
and to the public and to all who are inter- 
ested in good craftsmanship. 

The contents of a book is, of course, the 
thing of first importance with the public, but 
the excellence of its production has so much 
to do with the acceptance of what it contains 
and the broadening of its reading public that 
this 50 Book Exhibit ought to find a way to 
give more careful consideration to those books 
which do approach the problem of popular 
trade production and approach it with taste 
and ability. The present Fifty Books Show 
gives high testimony to the gain that has 
been made in American production in the 
thirteen years since this exhibit started, but 
it gives us too little chance to study the effect 
of its gains in the books that are intended for 
a broad, popular reading.

Entries for 
each month’s competition must be post- 
marked on or before the last day of the 
month, and the photographs should be ac- 
companied by a brief written description. 
For the best set of entries for 10 different 
months, a first prize of $100 will be awarded 
after the final closing date of the contest, 
December 31, 1935. There will be a second 
grand prize of $50, a third grand prize of

Raymond C., Tiffany to Head 
Book Manufacturers’ Institute 


AT A MEETING of the Executive Committee of 
the Book Manufacturers’ Institute on January 
12th, O. H. Cheney offered his resignation 
as director of the Institute, effective February 
ist. His resignation was accepted by the 
Institute. Mr. Cheney was employed by the 
National Association of Book Publishers in 
1930 to make an economic survey of the book 
industry, which made many recommenda- 
tions for stabilization and improvement in 
the industry. 

By later action of the Book Manufacturers’ 
Institute, J. Raymond Tiffany of Montclair, 
N. J., was elected director to succeed Mr. 
Cheney. Mr. Tiffany was formerly assistant 


Attorney-General for the State of New 
Jersey. 

The selection of a successor devolved upon 
a special committee, which included E. W. 
Palmer of Kingsport, Tenn., Joseph J. White 
of Chicago, Nathan H. Shrifte of New York, 
J. Charles Ziegler of Philadelphia. After 
very careful consideration the committee re- 
ported to the directors its choice of J. Ray- 
mond Tiffany of Montclair, N. J. Mr. Tif- 
fany is a lawyer with offices in Hoboken. 
For five years he was a judge on the New 
Jersey bench and for the past six years he 
has been associated with the Attorney Gen- 
eral of New Jersey in the handling of emer- 
gency legislation such as the Milk Control 
Board. He is a graduate of New York Uni- 
versity Law School and lectures on constitu- 
tional law in the New Jersey Law School in 
Newark. He is forty-six years of age, and a 
well-known citizen in Montclair, where he 
has been active in public affairs. 

The office of the Book Manufacturers’ In- 
stitute, which acts as the National Code Au- 
thority for that industry, will remain at 100 
East 42nd Street. Raymond C. Baylis, one 
of the best known figures in the field of book 
manufacturing and lately connected with the 
Russell-Rutter Company, has resigned from 
business to become the paid treasurer of the 
Institute. 

The Code, which this Institute will now 
administer, was approved in February, 1934. 
A budget of $72,000 was approved last sum- 
mer, of which $39,100 is for salaries, $6,200 
is for office expenses, and $7,000 for traveling 
expenses. 


Postmen Now Allowed to 
Distribute Circulars 


PostaL Laws anp Recurations have been 
amended to provide that ordinary mail, in- 
cluding circulars, price lists, catalogs, etc., 
may be distributed without a specific address 
by mail carriers to all persons on their route. 
Under this arrangement it is not necessary 
specifically to address each separate piece, 
and the sender may cover only such routes 
or portions of routes as he desires. In cases 
of local merchants who desire to restrict the 
distribution of their circulars to a specified 
section of the city, information as to the num- 
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ber of stops of any single letter carrier route 
or even a portion of a route will be furnished 
by the local Post Office, provided the mailer 
will indicate on the packages in which the 
mailing pieces are put up the particular blocks 
or streets on which distribution of matter is 
desired. It will be necessary, though, to mail 
a sufficient number of pieces to serve every 
stop in the particular area, and the letter car- 
rier will not be allowed to skip stops or to 
deliver to only a particular class of patrons. 
Rural Free Delivery or Star Routes may be 
covered in the same way. The postage rate 
on quantities of 200 or more is I cent apiece 
if the article does not weigh more than 1 1/3 
ounces. Books, catalogs and pamphlets of 
more than 24 pages will be subject to a spe- 
cial third-class rate of 1 cent for each 2 
ounces or fraction thereof. 

Full details for procedure may be secured 
from the local postmaster. 


White Leaves Lothrop 


TRENTWELL Mason Wuite, who a little over 
a year ago took over the Presidency and man- 
agement of Lothrop, Lee & Shepard Com- 
pany when it was reorganized and moved 
to 126 Newbury Street, has resigned and is 
no longer connected with the business. Mr. 
White was connected with D. C. Heath & 
Company before coming into the trade end 
of the business. Lucile Gulliver is editor- 
in-chief of the company. 


“Fairy Tales” Banned in Reich 


GerMany, the home of the fairy tale, has de- 
cided to put a gag on one type of tall tale by 
announcing that hereafter the courts are 
called upon to prevent fantastic stories of 
hunting achievements. The dispatch to the 
New York Times states that this promised 
action is intended to restore truth and hon- 
esty in such accounts and to prevent what is 
commonly called in Germany “hunters’ 
Latin.” 


Doran Writes Memoirs 


THe “Curonictes or Baraspas” is the de- 
cidedly striking title which George H. Doran 
has given to his volume of reminiscences 
which Harcourt is to publish in the spring. 
At that time it will be fifty-one years since 
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Mr. Doran walked into the Toronto office of 
the Willard Tract Depository, Ltd., in re- 
sponse to a sign, “Smart Boy Wanted.” 
From Toronto he went to Chicago to the 
Fleming H. Revell Company, and in 1909 
entered the New York field with a firm 
bearing his own name. His friends in the 
trade will look forward with great interest 
to reading his reminiscences. His New York 
publishing days synchronized with the two 
great decades of publishing expansion. 


No Broadcast Regulation

RUTGER BLEECKER JEWETT 


RuTtGER BLEECKER JEWETT, vice president and 
editor-in-chief of the D. Appleton-Century 
Company, died on January 25th, aged 68. 

Mr. Jewett began his long and distin- 
guished career in publishing in 1899 when 
he became a partner and editor of J. F. Tay- 
lor & Co. In 1904 he joined John Lane & 
Co. as vice president and managing editor. 
In 1911 he joined D. Appleton & Co. as vice 
president and editor-in-chief and continued as 
such with the consolidation with the Century 
Company, in 1933. Before entering the pub- 
lishing business Mr. Jewett had been pro- 
fessor of Greek and Latin at the New York 
Military Academy, principal of the Passaic 
(N. J.) High School, and professor of classics 
at the Berkeley School in New York. He 
was graduated from Hobart College in 1890 
and was given the honorary degree of Doc- 
tor of Literature by his Alma Mater in 1927. 

Mr. Jewett was in close touch with the 
writers of the day. Among those on the 
Appleton and Appleton-Century lists with 
whom he has worked are Joseph C. Lincoln, 
Edith Wharton, Brand Whitlock, Emerson 
Hough, Harold Bell Wright, André Maurois, 
Bess Streeter Aldrich, Susan Ertz, Zona Gale, 
George Moore and many others. 


THOMAS BOYD 


Tuomas Boyp, American author, died on 
January 27th at the age of 36. His first book, 
“Through the Wheat,” published in 1923, 
though not a popular success was considered 
by many able critics to be one of the great 
war novels of all times. His last novel “In 
Time of Peace,” which will be out this 
month, continues the story of Sergeant Hicks, 
the hero of the first book.

The Fifty Books of the Year 


The Exhibit at the New York Public Library Will Be Open to the 
Public February 5th 


HELLMUT LEHMANN-HAUPT 


For soME YEARS it has been my privilege to 
discuss the annual selection of Fifty Books in 
the pages of Publishers’ Weekly. During the 
last two years, while chairman of the com- 
mittee responsible for the selection, I obvi- 
ously could not continue to do so. Even now, 
I undertake this article with some hesitation. 
Every year this exhibition has aroused a good 
deal of controversy, some of it about insignif- 
cant details, but some of it about problems 
which have proved to be inherent in thé na- 
ture of this annual selection. It is difficult 
to review the exhibition without some ref- 
erence to these problems. As will be shown 
later on, the jury this year has taken a very 
well-defined view in these matters, and some- 
thing will have to be said about their prin- 
ciple of selection. First, however, a rapid 
glance at some of the more interesting books 
in the show is appropriate. 


Illustrated Books 


Lynd Ward, who already occupies a recog- 
nized position among the younger American 
book illustrators, appears in what seems to 
me a fortunate new field. In his illustrations 
for the Smith and Haas edition of Mrs. 
Shelley’s “Frankenstein” he has contributed 
not only a number of his full-page woodcuts 
but also a good many smaller vignettes. In 
these smaller pieces, where much has to be 
said in a strictly condensed manner, he seems 
to develop a promising new maturity and a 
new balance of detail and entity. 

Condensation, too, of illustrations, marks 


the Covici, Friede non-limited edition of the 
“Canterbury Tales,” designed by Robert 
Josephy, with Rockwell Kent’s illustrations. 
I am afraid that I have never been able to feel 
very enthusiastic about the somewhat stiff 
and mannered figures of the limited edition. 
But undoubtedly in their new reduction they 
become less frigid and assume more of the 
quality of real illustrations. Perhaps Rock- 
well Kent needs the curbing influence of a 
definite typographic pattern and close coopera- 
tion with a printer of outspoken personality. 
“Erewhon,” printed by Elmer Adler for the 
Limited Editions Club, with illustrations 
by Rockwell Kent, recalls the masterly “Can- 
dide” in a delightfully intricate play of type 
and illustration, of elegant balance and fresh 
experiment. 

In “The Pastoral Loves of Daphnis and 
Chloe” the problem consisted in building the 
text around very delicate full-page etchings 
by Ruth Reeves, done in a kind of sophisti- 
cated classical manner which reminds one 
somewhat of Percival Goodman’s line illus- 
trations for the Limited Editions Club’s edi- 
tion of the “Golden Ass,” where the typog- 
raphy perhaps was poorer, but the pictures 
had considerably more strength to them. 

Valenti Angelo, now living in the East 
after many years of cooperation with the 
Grabhorn brothers in San Francisco, has 
made drawings for a very pretentious edition 
of “The Arabian Nights” which are charm- 
ing individually, but, carried through four 
volumes in frequent succession, become some- 
what tedious.

The California School of Printing 


The California school of printing is excep- 
tionally well represented in this year’s selec- 
tion, not only through printers whose work 
has been included in former years but also 
by the inclusion of some new typographers. 
There are two charming juveniles by Helen 
Gentry in the show—intimate little “chap- 
books” which show an unusual combination 
of delicate typography and bold color work. 

Fresh use of color and the particular note 
of freedom and competence that one has 
learned to associate with the Grabhorn 
brothers seem to have been imitated, with 
varying success, by more than one printer in 
California. But there are also some creditable 
independent attempts, such as James John- 
son’s Windsor Press item “The Book of the 
Machine,” an amusing paradox, which re- 
veals itself as a little gem of handiwork. 
This book and the Pynson Printers’ “Ere- 
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whon” deserve praise as really successful at- 
tempts at unconventional modern typography. 

Ward Ritchie, also from California, has 
had a hand in two volumes in the show. He 
designed one of them, a translation of 
Alexandre Dumas’ “A Gil Blas in Califor- 
nia,” with some rather charming wood en- 
gravings by Paul Landacre. The other, 
“Fifteen Poems for the Heath Broom,” also 
with wood engravings by Paul Landacre, he 
both printed and designed. The volume 
measures but 61% by 4% inches, yet some of 
the pages differ as much as half an inch in 
size from others, which, together with a 
somewhat careless binding, gives an impres- 
sion of unnecessary precosity. 

Another unsuccessful volume is the “St. 
Patrick at Tara” by Henry Morse Stephens, 
privately printed by the Bohemian Club at 
San Francisco for its members. The page is 
not very readable, and the general effect 
rather disagreeable. 


Fine Printing versus Good Bookmaking 


John Henry Nash, who can be called the 
Nestor of California printers, has two im-

hough busily engaged in translating the extracts given in 
the last five chapters, I was also laying matters in train for my escape with 
Arowhena.

“The Heathen Chinee, Plain Lan- 
guage from Truthful James,” by Bret Harte, 
is an amusing text with equally amusing il- 
lustrations in a sketchy cartoon manner. 
However, the book is done with such sol- 
emnity that the whole thing becomes absurd. 
One cannot help but feel that the designer 
approached his job with some preconceived 
notion of a decorative pattern which inter- 
ested him, and into which he pressed his text, 
rather than the other way around. Obviously 
there is a conflict between the development

of a personal typographic style and the most 
suitable and adequate rendering of a manu 
script in print. 

William A. Kittredge of the Lakeside Press 
in Chicago, whose work is well represented 
in the show, appears this year with what 
seems to me a more clearly defined personal 
manner than in former years. Probably as a 
result of long cooperation with the composi- 
tors and press men of his firm, he has reached 
the point where he can lend to every single 
page a certain air of personal quality that is 
hard to define, yet is distinctly“ noticeable. 
Mr. Kittredge, I think, can be congratulated 
upon his control of type language. It is very 
much to be hoped, on the other side, that he 
resists the temptation of falling into personal 
mannerisms and relying too much upon 
purely superficial decorative aids, such as 
prominent heavy running heads, which in 
their endless repetition throughout a volume 
can easily become wearisome. 
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this gesture induced Rip, involuntarily, to do 
the same, when, to his astonishment, he found 
his beard had grown a foot long!

The Random House edition of Auden’s 
“Poems,” designed by Joseph Blumenthal of 
the Spiral Press, is a perfect example of suc- 
cessful subordination of a mature typographic 
personality to the job in hand. Although 
there is practically no decoration and no illus- 
tration in the entire volume, it is neverthe- 
less one of the most successful books in the 
selection. The problem in this case was the 
presentation of a widely varied kind of mat- 
ter, such as verse, drama, straight prose, and 
a mixture of prose and verse, upon a uniform 
page, and in an imposition that would look 
right tor each kind of matter. 

In the Ashlar Press edition of “This Casual 
Glory” a different problem, namely that of 
combining some charming intimate poems 
with little decorations by Boris Artzybasheff, 
was handled with discretion and_ skill by 
August Heckscher, Jr. 

There are two volumes of sonnets in the 
selection, one by Arthur W. Rushmore and 
the other by the Grabhorn Press, and, curi- 
ously enough, both printers decided upon 


Lutetia roman, set by hand in, I believe, the 
same size. The opportunity for comparison 
is interesting, and the superiority of one job 
over the other is fairly obvious. Had Mr. 
Rushmore been more fortunate in his selec- 
tion of paper, it might have been more diffi- 
cult to make up one’s mind. The damaging 
effect of an unsuitable paper in an otherwise 
interesting volume arises in Mr. Rushmore’s 
second book as well: W. R. Burnett’s “The 
Goodhues of Sinking Creek” is carefully set 
by hand in Weiss Antiqua, illustrated with 
nice woodcuts in two colors by J. J. Lankes. 
Nevertheless the clumsy and glossy paper 
destroys much of the originality in this vol- 
ume. 

There are very few books in the show 
where the problem consisted of straightfor- 
ward handling of ordinary running prose 
text. The Harbor Press edition of “A Trip 
to the Prairies,” designed by John S. Fass, is 
a sound and agreeable job, and so is the 
Columbia University Press edition of “John 
Bunyan Mechanick Preacher,” designed by

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Melvin Loos. The combination of old prints 
and new photographs:in an agreeable unit 
was successtully accomplished by Carl P. 
Rollins in the Yale University Press edition 
of “The Doctor in History.” The South- 
worth Press, too, in two ponderous volumes 
about arms and armor, knows how to han- 
dle difficult reproduction problems and make 
elegant products out of problem children. 
There is an unusually large number of 
smallish books in this year’s selection that 
are done gracefully and executed with good 
care, but which cannot be said to represent 
typographic solutions of much importance. 
Alongside these pleasant but insignificant 
trifles, there are some that carry more weight. 
A little Oxford Press edition of Washington 
Irving’s “Journal, 1803,” designed by John 
Benbow, set throughout in italic with large 
dates to distinguish individual entries, man- 
ages to reflect enough of the written character 
of the manuscript on the one hand, and 
enough finality on the other, to stand up 
against the reproductions of actual pages of 
the original manuscript that are reproduced 
in the volume. A little booklet, “Wines,” by 
the Lakeside Press, with an attractive decora- 
tive title-page, reveals itself to be as practical 
and timely in typographic arrangement as in 
content. Two competent treatments of com- 
plicated bibliographical matter are included 
in Mr. Updike’s “The Catalogue of the Col- 
lection of Joseph T. Tower, Jr.,” and espe- 
cially in his “Notes on the Merrymount Press 
and Its Work.” Among the several other 
Merrymount Press books in the selection I 
was particularly attracted by a volume entitled 
“Turpin’s Chronicle,” a reprint from a 
Mediaeval manuscript. Mr. Updike in this 
case succeeded in a masterly fashion in trans- 
lating this manuscript into printed form with 
a minimum of modern additions. This 
makes it possible for the intelligent reader to 
look through the pages of the modern book 
as though they were transparent, right into 
the heart of the old text. However, the 
Latin itself appears in a curiously loose com- 
position with a big hole after each period, 
which is all the more noticeable because Latin 
appears in print with very few descenders, 
thus automatically increasing the space be- 
tween the lines of a page. After a “i 
thinking I realized that what appeared a 
carelessness must have been, on the ranean 
the result of very deliberate and very intelli- 
gent planning. In Latin the noun is at the 
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very beginning and the verb usually at the 
very end of long sentences. It is therefore 
very helpful to discover the end of a Latin 
sentence at a quick glance. I would like to 
think that it is such matters that make really 
well-designed books and distinguish the good 
from the average. It is only natural, on the 
other hand, that even the most competent 
printer and designer cannot treat all jobs that 
come to him with equal success, and I think 
Mr. Updike would be the last person to deny 
this. For instance, there is one Merrymount 
Press book in the selection which illustrates 
this point: “Some Unrecorded Letters of 
Caroline Norton,’ printed by the Merry- 
mount Press for the Yale University Library. 
It is a solid piece of typography in the stern 
New England manner that has been used by 
Mr. Updike so successfully on many appro- 
priate occasions. But when one finds Caro- 
line Norton described as a “vivid personal- 
ity” and a “sparkling, exotic woman,” one is 
rather struck with the contrast. The book is 
a reprint of a number of her letters with a 
combining text, which is set in a normal 
book size of fairly wide measure, readable 
and agreeable. The letters, however, are set 
in much smaller type, yet in the same meas- 
ure as the larger text, which makes reading 
rather difficult. Some of the lines have as 
many as seventeen words! 


Conception, Materials, Execution 


So far, the comment on some of the books 
in the show might give the impression that 
the jury must have acted arbitrarily and 
without consistency. This is not at all true. 
Practically all the books in this year’s selec- 
tion show a high standard of workmanship 
and materials. Good even composition, care- 
ful press work, high grade paper and binding 
materials prevail throughout. In many ways 
this is the nearest approach to the fifty best 
printed books in an annual show that has 
been achieved within recent years! This 
result is due to the fact that the jury con- 
sisted of three men professionally engaged in 
bookmaking, two of them with a decided 
interest in fine typography. 

The same principle which brought about 
the acceptance of so many privately printed 
editions, and well-made trifles, was respon- 
sible for the rejection of entire categories of 
books. There is not a single regular trade 
edition of a contemporary piece of writing, 
no children’s picture book, no volume of

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photographs, no book on architecture or simt- 
lar matter in the show. It is quite true that 
in a majority of regular trade books aesthetic 
standards are still being sacrified under pres- 
sure trom the sales departments. No jury 
can be blamed for rejecting books that are 
done under false pretensions, unnecessarily 
bulked, with artificially roughened edges to 
imitate handmade paper, and other cheap 
devices. But this is all the more reason why 
honest efforts to cope with the problems of 
trade books as trade books and to do as well 
as possible and as necessary should be encour- 
aged. What I have been driving at in my 
criticism of the show is the fact that a “well 
printed” book is not necessarily a_ well- 
planned and appropriate piece of bookmak- 
ing. It seems to me that the first and _per- 
haps most important point of consideration 
is the conception of a book, that is to say, 
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the way in which the typographer or printer 
has succeeded in realizing the essential func 
tion of a book, and the success with which 
he carries out this conception. 

There is no doubt that the problems In- 
volved in the manufacture of trade books are 
very different from those in limited or private 
editions. But these problems are not any 
less important or significant. It seems a very 
dificult matter to have this principle ac 
cepted and logically followed out by a jury. 
[ must confess that only once in the two 
years of my chairmanship was this accom- 
plished in a satisfactory manner. Last year 
the selection showed shortcomings similar 
to the present one. In both cases the jury 
consisted of printers exclusively. It seems to 
me that this is an important lesson which 
should be borne in mind for the future 
conduct of this important annual event.

Ir 1s CUsTOMARY to smile at Anton Koberger 
and his partners who, in the printing of the 
Nuremberg Chronicle in 1493, made 645 
wood blocks serve for 1809 pictures. In that 
work three cuts of a monastery were used to 
illustrate 23 monasteries, and 44 portraits of 
a king for 270 kings, for instance. Our 
nomination for latter-day honors of this sort 


goes to “The Man on the Barge” which 1s 
illustrated with a picture of a man on a 
barge, repeated in the course of a 280 page 
book exactly 32 times. 

This is a particularly egregious example ot 
the gentle art of padding, but a tendency to 
repeat a single design, usually something 
picked up from the jacket, on binding, title- 
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page, endsheet and chapter head, has been 
observed lately, sometimes accompanied by a 
pious sentiment on the subject of unity. If 
a piece of art work is particularly good, it 
may be used to advantage in more than one 
of the parts of a book, but to call this unity 
without a consideration of fundamental fac- 
tors in the construction of a book is com- 
parable to an interior decorator putting a 
pot of geraniums in each room of a house 
and calling it a job. 

“In a Bengal Jungle” (University of North 
Carolina Press) is a fine book to look at and 
handle, bound as it is in smooth green cloth 
of a particularly good shade and illustrated 
with many drawings by Paul Porterfield, 
printed from line plates along with the text. 
The drawings have not been confined to the 
type page, but have been spread across the 
entire upper third of the whole page. The 
effect is very good on double-page spreads, 
but is also interesting on single pages. 

Laminated cellophane jackets are being 
used more frequently now, and are said to 
be a boon to the rental libraries. The process 
is actually cheaper than putting free cello-

precautions must be taken to have the jackets 
trimmed to accurate finished size by the 
printer, for after the jackets have been lami- 
nated, the binder will have to use them as 
they are—he will not be able to take a slice 
off top or bottom to bring them into proper 
size, since the cellophane wraps around the 
edges. On a book like “Logical Nonsense” 
(Putnam) on which the jacket has few large 
solid areas, the cellophane heightens the et 
fect of the colors considerably, but if dark 
solids predominate, faint striations will result 
from the brush stroke with which the glue 
is applied. “The process is more successful 
on moderately smooth papers than on antique 
ones. 

Most planners of printing are accustomed, 
for reasons of economy, to think of using 
colored inks in addition to black, purely as 
a means of dressing up a book. Yet if the 
budget permits, another color can sometimes 
be used to good advantage on purely util: 
tarian pieces of printing in order to make 
the meaning clearer. As Frederic Warde 
once pointed out, much could be done to im- 
prove the legibility of railroad time-tables by 
the use of red to distinguish incoming from 
outgoing trains, or time of arrival from time 
of departure. We found, on the shelves of 
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new books at The Pub- 
lishers’ Weekly, a very in- 
teresting paper-bound book 
entitled “Pennsylvania La- 
bor and Industry in the 
Depression,” a CWA proj- 
ect, containing numerous 
charts in red and_ black, 
enlivened further by small, 
angular, much-simplified 
hgures of workers to illus- 
trate the statistics. The 
charts were pleasant to 
look at even if you didn’t 
understand them, and they 
made you want to under- 
stand them. Somewhat in 
the same class, though 
more ambitious still, are 
the posters made by Ar- 
thur Thompson for the 
Bell Telephone Labora- 
tories. These posters have 
to do with things like 
hysteresis, surface leakage 
trom glass insulators, and similar phenomena, 
but such excellent colors and types have been 
used, and the drawings have been handled 
with such skill, that if framed they would 
liven up a living-room as well as a scien- 
tific library. 

We are quite as interested as Essandess to 
know the public reaction to the format of 
“Memory of Love.”

A.LG.A. Plans Book Illustration Exhibit 


Tue Fiera Exuisition of American Book 
Illustration will be opened by the American 
Institute of Graphic Arts in New York City, 
some time in March, the place and date of 
the exhibition to be announced later. An 
open invitation has been extended by the In- 
stitute to publishers to submit illustrated 
books published in 1934 and to artists to sub- 
mit unpublished book illustrations. The ex- 
hibition of unpublished illustrations is a new 
venture, and is undoubtedly brought about by 
the fact that the previous exhibits of book 
illustration have fallen short of success due 
to the small amount of good material sub- 
mitted. This exhibit will serve to introduce 
publishers to artists of worth. The announce- 
ment states “Convinced that there is a stead- 
ily widening public interest in good drawing, 
painting and photography, the Institute hopes 
to discover new possibilities for both publish- 
ers and artists by including unpublished illus- 
trations as well as illustrated books in the 
1935 Exhibit. Such an exhibition should 
show a stimulating variety of styles and 
media, and acquaint publishers with the work 
of many artists not known to them.” 

The exhibit will also include reproductions 
of some of the drawings shown, to demon- 
strate the possibilities of various processes and 
techniques. 

The exhibit will be informal and will show 
as many drawings and books as space and 
the jury will permit. While there will be 
selection by the jury, it will not be a compe- 
ution. No awards will be made, and the 
exhibits will not be for sale. 


Publishers may submit any number of il- 
lustrated books produced in the United States 
for sale or private distribution between De- 
cember 1, 1933 and December 31, 1934, but 
the illustrations must have been made espe- 
cially for an American edition and first pub- 
lished in America. By illustrated books 1s 
meant books with illustrations but not books 
with decorations of a secondary character. 
Books must be submitted by February 28. 

Any American citizen or resident may sub- 
mit unpublished illustrations for considera- 
tion. Each entry shall consist of not more 
than three illustrations and these must have 
been made to illustrate one definite book. No 
more than three separate entries may be sub- 
mitted by one artist. Copies of the announce- 
ment of the Exhibition giving full details and 
conditions of entry may be secured from the 
secretary of the American Institute of Graphic 
Arts, 125 East 46th Street, New York City. 


Modern Binding Exhibit 


AN INTERNATIONAL exhibit of Modern Fine 
Book Binding is to be opened in Low Me- 
morial Library at Columbia University in 
April. This will be the first large exhibit 
since this building has been given over to 
special departments and to rare books. Presi-

MEMBERS AND GuEsTs of the American Institute of Graphic Arts have been invited to the 
Fifty Books of the Year Meeting in Room 213 of the New York Public Library on Mon- 
day evening, February 4th, at 8:15. Carl Purington Rollins of the Yale University Press 
will be the speaker. Following the meeting the first showing of the Fifty Books for 
1934 will be held in Room 112. The exhibition will be open to the public from February 
5th to February 28th, daily from g A.M. to 6 P.M. and Sundays from 1 to 5 P.M. 


AN EXHIBITION of ideally designed textbooks is planned by the Lakeside Press in Chicago 
for April, May and June of this year. William A. Kittredge states that there will be an 
historical exhibition, an exhibit of present-day textbooks from all over the world, and a 
demonstration of school book design based on a view of the future. Men like W. A.

Rosert JosepHy’s course in Book Design and 
Production in the Evening Extension Classes 
at Columbia University will begin this 
month. The course will be given on Thurs- 
day evenings at 7:30 P.M. in Room 105, Low 
Memorial Library, and is designed especially 
for men and women in publishing and print- 
ing offices and libraries.
